Orſon ſg&ing him in a readineſs, ſeemedto give back, as half afraid 
and pueſently having gathered moze Courage, they Encountred with 
ſuch fozce that both Ho2ſe and Men fell to the Earth : Being both 
down, they lightly recovered their fcer, dꝛew fo2th their Sw92ds, 
and laid one at the other right fiercely, The Gꝛeen Knight being 
fired with anger and p2ide, (note Orſon ſuch a great blow that he 
cut the Circle of Gold upon his Helm, and (mote a great piece of his 
Shield quite off, and wounded Or ſon ſo deeply, that with rhe our 
rage of the ſtroak, his Swoꝛd fell out of his hand. Orſon ſging tit 
blood run down about him, was far moze flerce then befoze, rouling 
bis eyes, and ſhaking his head: at laſt with his ſwozd he rok the Gy» 
ant ſuch a pat upon his head, that he entred rhe fleſh & bare a great

Stand no longer to queſtion me, neither fear the power of 
all the Pagans here alleuwbled, fo; J will ſurely be your guide though 
the Wiicked rout. Knight (quoth the Duke) you are a welcome mars 
to my diltzeſed bands, and therefoze fo2 your dangerous enterpꝛſhe, 
in wozking my deliverance, J thall give vou my fair Daughter Fe- 
70n in Marriage. Indeed (J muſt confeſs) J have given her not long 
ſince to a Kr. but he was Wild and Savage, and he never had the uſe 
of his tongue; but by rcaſon of his long ab:ence , J fear he hath won 
ſome other Lady, and left my Daighter huobandleſs ; but to be ſhoꝛt, 
rake-her lo; this thy noble ac, and with hey J freely give the hall et 
my Dukedom, Thanks,(quoth the Knight.):ch a gift is not to be rc: 
fuſcd ; but let that paſs, and let ug make ready for our eſcape, that we 
may return unto our dilcomſfited Foxes. Having thus faid, they 
all thee took their way hack again rhozow the Can ot the Encuw, 
without diſturbance. All this while was Valentine in the Army de⸗ 
manding what was become of his Brother Or ſon, but when he lormd 
no man that could tell him tydings of him, he grew wondzous heavy 
— fearing very much that he had been lain in the conflict of rhe { 
batte + 4 

Thus paſſed Valentine from place to place, to find out his Bꝛothet 
Orſon, and with a reſolute mind ruſhed dfreſh into-the Battel , and 
ag a man diſtracted, he laid ·ſo fo2cibly about him, that not a Pagan 
was able to ſtand againſt him: Ferragus eſpying him ſo Ualianr, I ?
